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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant (1) no teaching or suggestion could be found in Havekost of a component that is adapted to receive 
notifications of different notification classifications from a plurality of objects where the component determines the 
notification classification and renders the notification in accordance with the notification classification and a user 
specified priority [p. 9, lines 9-13] and (2) claim 15 does not require the step of deciding a notification type, therefore, 
claim 1 cannot be rejected for the same reasons as claim 15 [p. 9, lines 22 - 23]. 

As to argument (1), examiner respectfully disagrees and submits that the alarm attributes of Havekost 
determine alarm behavior and presentation [e.g. col. 38, lines 52 - 64]. Since alarm attributes determines alarm 
presentation, it would read on the claimed "notification classification." 

As to argument (2), examiner respectfully disagrees because claim 15 recites, "determining, by the 
notification component, a notification classification" (line 5) which the examiner interprets as "deciding a notification type" 
of claim 1, line 6. Examiner notes that a reasonable interpretation of the claims would suggest that notification 
classification would read on notification type. 
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
